Machinery of Diplomacy Has Had 
Nothing to Do With Reaching the 
Entente Cordiale—Germany Can 
Fire Three Shots to Gauls’ 
Two. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

PARIS. Dec. %—The Associated 
Press has obtained some interesting 
information regarding the progress of 
Anglo-French relations which led to 
the recent erroneous reports that, the 
entente of 1901 had been supplemented 
by a military and naval convention. 
Mutual cohperation on sea and land in 
the face of an aggressive movement 
against either is regarded as assured 
both at the Qual d4'Orsal and in 
Downing street. 

The machinery of diplomacy has, 
however, been scrupulously avoided in 
the accomplishment of this result. No 
notes or drafts of conventions have 
been exchanged. Nothing has passed 
through the only channels recognized 
by governments as qualified to bind 
countries which cou be challenged 

Germany as almed at her “isola- 
tion.” Nevertheless, in a subtler and 
quite as effective fashion, the com- 
bination against Germany, so far as 
France and England are concerned, 
can be concerned “au fait accompli.” 
The other ramifications of the diploma- 
cy, which is called in England the pol- 
icy of “binding Germany over to keep 
the peace (which includes the Rus- 
sian-English entente, the cementing of 
relations between Spain and England

INTIMATE RELATIONS. 

So intimate had the relations be- 
tween the military departments of the 
two countries become, last summer, 
that Gen. French, the. chief of the 
English mission detailed to attend the 
French maneuvers, was admitted to 
the conferences of the French General 
Staff during the mancuvers, and list- 
ened, if not participated in, the dis- 


ssions. 

A proposition to reduce the size of 
the cavalry arm in the French army, 
which arm of the service has steadily 
decreased in importance, owing to the 
perfection and increase in the range 
of small arms, is attracting much at- 
tention in the army, in Parilament and 
in the press. The discussion revolves 
about the necessity of strengthening 
the artillery, upon which the fate of 
modern battles depends. 

PARLIAMENT WON'T LISTEN. 

As Parilament, with constantly- 
growing budgets and a deficit for the 
present year of about 1£200,000,000 will 
not listen to an increase of military ex- 
penses, the only possibility of strength- 
ening the artillery ie at the 
expense of another arm of the service. 
and all are agreed that cavalry can be 
sacrificed with least danger. 

As it now stands, France's field ar- 
tillery, compared with Germany's, with 
which French standards of strength 
are naturally measured, is less than 
two-thirds of that of her possible ad- 
versary. 

Although the number of batteries are 
about equal, namely 500, this disparity 
of strength is due to the fact that, 
eight years ago, when France pos- 
sessed the only effective quick-firing 
gun, the number of guns per battery 
was reduced from six to four, on the 
theory that four quick-firers were su- 
perior to six of the slower pattern in 
use by the other powers. 

NOW A SHOT BETTER. 

Since then, however, Germany has 
equipped her artillery with a field gun 
as good as that of the French, and 1. 
now able to fire three shots to France's 
two. Many officers believe the strength 
ening of the artillery can be made 
without increasing the war budget, or 
materially decreasing the effectiveness 
by the complete suppression of twelve 
of the thirteen regiments of cutlras- 
siers and turning over the men and the 
horses to the artillery. 

To argument, of course, is that, in 
modern warfare, the role of cavalpy 
has entirely changed. Battles which 
formerly hung in the balance until the 
cavairy was launched, are now decided 
by artillery, and the long-range fire of 
the modern rifle. 

Gen. Bonall, the most famous of 
French military writers, proposes that 
a third of the men of France's mounted 
gendarmerie, who number 13,000, and 
practically all the horses, be turned 
over to the artillery. The

QUALITY OF THE WATER. 

We have been furnished with many 
additional anaylses showing the qual- 
ity of the water of the Owens River 
and its tributaries, and of the water 
now suppl to the city of Los An- 
geles. A comparison of these shows 
that the Owens River water is much 
softer than the water now supplied to 
the city, which contains from two to 
three times as much diggolved mineral 
matter as the water of the Owens 
River.

Although the storage of water in a 
reservoir bas a favorable effect in the 
directions indicated, it sometimes pro- 
motes the growth of water plants or 
algae, which makes the water less pal- 
atable and attrective; these growths 
are liable to occur with any water, 
and have very little, if any, sanitary 
significance. It is not feasible to pre- 
vent them, but ft is feasible to re- 
move their effects by aeration and fil- 
tration. 

There is an abundance of lus fan 
available for aeration, below the Hal- 
wee reservoir, where the water will 
either flow for several miles down the 
natural bed of the stream, or be dis- 
charged with great force against im- 
pulse wheels, in either case receiving 
most thorough aeration. 

In our opinion. water which has 
thus been stored and subsequentiy

OUTLINE OF PLAN OF WORKS. 

The plan contemplated the building 
of an aqueduct of sufficient capacity 
to deliver a continuous flow of 400 cubic 
feet per second, or 20,000 miner's inches 
as it is locally considered and meas- 
ured. Starting at the point of intake 
on Owens River, about twelve miles 
above the town of Independence, or 
two miles below a basaltic mound

AQUEDUCT FOR HAIWEE. 

From the outlet of the Haiwee reser- 
voir (low-water elevation 3695) to Little 
Lake, a distance of 15.5 miles, through 
Rose Valley, there is a total fall of 310 
feet. Under the revised plans, 270 feet 
of this drop may be made availabie for 
power whenever the demands will jus- 
tify its development. To reduce the 
immediate expenditure it now pears 
best to construct this fifteen — — in 
the form of an open conduit of small 
section lined with masonry. following 
the smooth ground in the Rose Valicy 
slong the steep natural gradient, thus 
utilizing the fall to increase the veloci- 
ty of the water and lessen the size of 
the conduit. Whenever a demand comes 
for the development of power in this 
somewhat remote locality, a new line 
of conduit can be built along the higher 
elevation, following the contour of the 
hills at a less steep gradient, thereby 
saving fall for the development of 
power. After more complete surveys

From Little Lake to Indian Wells, a 
distance by the conduit line of 24.5 
miles, is a section of more difficulties 
than the ordinary, as the line must be 
supported on the mountainsides at an 
elevation of 206 to 500 feet above the 
valley, alo which the highway fol- 
lows at the base of the Sierra. Here a 
succession of tunnels, siphon pipes and 
bench condult, excavated much of the 
way in. solid rock, and covered from 
the outset with reinforced concrete, are 
required.

After passing this broken ground. 
the conduit emerges upon the smooth 
plains of the Antelope Valley. where 
a canal may be built with a minimum 
of cost, crossing the Southern Pactfic 
Ra llroad some two miles north of Mo- 
jave, and extending entirely around 
the head of the valley. west of Neenach, 
to a point nearly south of Fairmont. 
In all this distance of 64.5 miles, there 
are but two exceptions to the unbroken 
smoothness of the gently sloping plain. 
covering a total distance of about six 
miles. One of these is the of 
Cottonwood Creek No. 2, with fous 
miles of indurated sand hills immedi- 
ately west of it. and the other extends 
for about two miles along the rolling 
foothills approaching Fairmont.

The conduit has been estimated with 
a cover of reinforced concrete for a 
distance of 100, 440 feet, or 11.6 per cent 
of the entire lined section, the re- 
mainder to be left open for the first 
five years of operation.

In an aqueduct and 
reservoir project, more trial lines are 
needed than on a railroad project, be- 
cause of the necessity of fcllowing a 
gradient along which water will flow 
with velocity rapid enough to prevent 
sedimentation, and not #0 rapid as to 
produce scour, and because of the im- 
portance of distributing the fall so as 
to lessen the diameter and cost of the 
more expensive portions of the work, 
and adapt to each type of ground the 
type of conduit best suited for utilizing 
the natural fesources of the neighbor- 
hood in material for concrete and ma- 
eonry. 

Although it is now certain that the 
best general line of location has deen 
reached, many local variations are stil) 
possibile, and six or more months of 
further study by your engineers may 
well be devoted to this matter of final 
location. 

This board, in its studies, and in 
course of conference with the engineer 
of the aqueduct, has been led to unani- 
mously recommend the following im- 
portant modifications: 

First. The substitution of a direct 
line, thus saving twenty miles in-dis- 
tance over a very rough country and 
shortening the length of the longest 
tunnel by about one and one-fourth 
miles, thus reducing the time required 
for the completion of the work, besides 
effecting a very considerable saying in 
cost. 


Second—The substitution of a high- 
grade tunnel and conduit line for a 
si of fifteen miles in length from 
ttle Lake south, using somewhat 
over 100 feet of spare fall for that pur- 
pose, thereby reducing cost and in- 
creasing permanence of construction. 

Third—The raising of the cievation 
of the entire line. from Indian Wells 
to Fairmont about sixty feet at the 
lower end, and 110 feet at the upper 
end, utilizing a further amount of the 
surplus fall, and thus permitting the 
utilization of the reservoir for storage 
as a regulator of the power plants to 
be built on the drop in the cafion. 

Fourth—The elimination of the —4 
posed siphon across Antelope Valley, 
eleven miles in length, with a maxi- 
mum head of 400 feet, and substituting 
a conduit line passing around the 
head of the valley. This tncreases the 
total length of the aqueduct about 
twenty-one miles, but effects a saving 
in head amounting to sixty feet, avail- 
able for storage and power. 

Fifth—The construction of the long 
tunnel next to the power drop of the 
larger dimensions and steeper gradient 
needed for developing a rate of flow 
in the hours of maximum power de- 
mand, two and one-half times as great 
as the mean rate of flow, thus largely 
increasing the amount of power avall- 
able for sale. and for the development 
of manufacturing. 

Sixth—We recommend that the con- 
duit and the tunnel and pipe sections 
have their waterways designed on a 
somewhat more liberal basis than at 
first proposed, in order to provide 
against possible increase of friction 
with age, or the adhesion of organic 
growths. 

We suggest the use of the following 
coefficients in the Kutter formula:

For steel pipe with rivet heads and

In proportioning the aqueduct be- 
tween Haiwee reservoir and the San 
Fernando Valley to convey a mean 
flow of 419 feet per second including 
evaporation loss, we recommend and 
have based our estimates of cost upon 
a capacity 5 per cent. greater, thus 
providing for a delivery of 430 cubic 
feet per second of water in order that 
the reservoir might de replenished 
within twenty days after having been 
depleted by the interruption of flow 
in the aqueduct. 

OBJECTIONS TO STEEL PIPE.. 

In the plans as submitted to us 
there were several inverted steel 
siphons of considerable length aggre- 
gating about thirty-three miles. Some 
of these we advise should be elimi- 
nated altogether and others shortened 
as much as possible for reasons both 
of economy and durability. 

There also entered into this ques- 
tion the deration of the possibil- 
ity of the steel market being able 
to afford in a reasonable time such a 
large order as these siphons would in- 
volve. Indeed, it may be said that cut- 
ting the distance piped déwn to the 
lowest possible distance, still leaves a 
tonnage that may prove troublesome to 
supply unless plenty of time is given 
the milis to fill the order. 

There is an economic question in- 
volved im this matter which wil] no 
doubt appeai to your citizens, that, 
with the exception of the steel in the 
siphons and the machinery equip- 
ments, the entire cost of building, 
both for material and labor, will be 
distributed among your own people, if 
the intention is carried out of produc- 
Ing the cement required. 

After a very careful study of all the 
conditions in detail, this board is of 
the opinion that all of these 
are desirable, and recommends that 
they be made. 

As a result of our studies, it has 
been necessary to make new designs 
of sections of the various types of 
aqueduct suited for the 1 locali- 
ties, to correspond with ‘the steeper 
grade and the more conservative fac- 
tors allowed for frictional resistance. 

The most important reservoir site on 
the line of the aqueduct ts that next 
the Intake, as it affords a means of 
direct equalization of the flow of the 
main canal and the streams gathered 
by the canal. The reservoir its situated 
on a summit in the valley, from which 
the natural drainage is in both direc- 
tions, north and south. It has a length 
of 7.4 miles, measured along the thread 
of the valley. the south dam being 
the larger of the two, 70 feet In maxi- 
mum height with a top length of 900 
feet. Materials in the vicinity are fav 
orable for the erection of safe, sub- 
stantial dame of earth at both sides. 

The capacity of this reservoir at the 
elevation of 3760 feet, as surveyed by 
Mr. Mulholland, is computed at 63.780 
acre-feet. By butiding the dams ten 


uable increase in storage. although re- 
quiring a diminution of the fall in the 
main feeder canal by ten feet in 57 
miles. The position of the canal Is such 
that it cannot be raised at the upper 
end without sacrificing the flow at 
Blackrock Springs. 

Pelow Blackrock Springs we find this 
change of gradient of the canal appar- 
ently Involves no especial difficulty, and 
we recommend that thte change receive 
further consideration. 

LONG VALLEY RESERVOIR. 

The Long Valley reservoir with 4 
dam 140 feet high, has a capacity of 
260,000 acre feet, or 85,000,000.000 gal- 
lons in round numbers, which is sev- 
eral times the largest existing reser- 
voir in the State. A study of the rec- 
ords of water measurements by the 
United States Geological Survey for 
three years on Owens River. and « 
comparison with longer records of 
stream flow on Kings River, on the 
western slope of the Sierras, indicates 
that when this reservoir is created. 
the equalization of seasons of extreme- 


now lost to all useful purposes. 
amounting to about 80 cubic feet per 
second, in addition to the water con- 
trolled by the aqueduct, and owned or 
appropriated by the city. This addi- 
tion is necessary to the ultimate se- 
curing, in years of excessive drouth, of 
the full amount of 400 second feet, for 
which the aqueduct has been designed. 

The board visited the Long Valley 
dam-site and examined the rock for- 
mation of the cafion where the dam 
would have to be built. The river has 
cut a deep channel through a volcanic 
rock classed by geologists as tufa—a 
rock which is much lighter in weight 
than granite, but sufficiently st to 
be relied upon as a satisfactory foun- 
dation for the construction of any type 
of dam which may in future be de- 
cided upon after more careful exami- 
nation and study of all available ma- 
terials. 

In the opinion of the board a stable 
and safe dam can be built at this site, 
end the selection of the particular type 
to be preferred is an economic question 
which it is now premature to discuss 
or attempt to decide. 

The Long Valley reservoir site, which 
is chiefly embraced within the limits 
of the lands purchased by the city of 
Los Angeles, is admirably adapted to 
the regulation of the river flow and 
the subetantial increase of the wat 
supply of the aqueduct by equalizing 
storage, and should be considered as 
an essential factor in the general plan, 
to be developed as early in the future 
as may be possible. For the reason 
that this regulation of the river is only 
required when the demand has reached 


the maximum aqueduct capacity and 


to provide against a series of dry 
years, it has not been included in our 
estimates or considered as an esseniial 
feature of the system for immediate 
construction. 

The estimates of cost of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct have been e up of 
the following general subdivisions, 
whose leading characteristics. have al- 
ready been described:

BASIS OF ESTIMATES. ' 

The foregoing estimate of probable 
cost is made according to our best 
judgment, using the results of our per- 
sonal experience and all the data we 
have been able to collect of the cost 
of large works of similar character, 
but it should be clearly understood 
that the modifications of the line and 
grade of the aqueduct proposed by the 
beard have, in some cases, carried the 
new locations beyond the limits of the 
definitely-mapped topography on either 
side of the located line. In the most 
difficult sections, however, our revised 
location has been instrumentally re- 
examined in detall, and checked. In 
leas important places, where it was 
manifest that there was no material 
change of material within a short dis- 
tance of the original location. the es- 
timates have deen made in the origi- 
nal line. generally parallel with and 
not far distant from the new line. 

In forming our judgment of the cost 
of excavation, we have been guided in 
part by our own observations, and in 
part by the notes of the classification 
of materials made onthe ground by the 
field engineers. 

We have assumed that the cement 
will be manufactured at a cement mill,

Who of intelligence and unbiased 
mind will set up the contention this 
Christmas morning that the teachings 
of Christ have not had marvelously 
great effect in bringing peace to men 
of good will?

And this peace on earth to men of 
good will not only touches the rela- 
tions of nation with nation but also 
the relations of family with familly. 
neighbor with neighbor and the mem- 
bers of the family among themselves. 
It is not alone in great national af- 
fairs that this peaceful song of the an- 
gels isechoed. It has found its lodging 
in the minds of the plain people of the 
world and has produced a sweeter har- 
mony in the souls of unknown millions 
than in the minds of the statesmen 
who frame the whispers of the 
thrones. 

Immeasurably great as the interest 
of peace between nations may be and 
comforting as neighborhood good-fei- 
lowship may be to all of us, it is peace 
with ourselves that is the most im- 
portant thing of all. The man or the 
woman who has learned to live his 
lifé according to the pattern of the 
heaven-sent messenger of peace whose 
birth we celebrate today, is the man 
or the woman of good will upon whose 
head the blessings of peace prayed for 
by the angels descends most richly 
on this latest of all Christmas 
mornings. 

UNGRY AND HOMELESS. 

It is awful to think that 15,000,- 
000 persons are hungry and homeless, 
in one part of the world alone. Yet 
such is the authenticated news that 
comes from China. As Americans sit 
warming themselves at the flresides of 
prosperity and good cheer on this 
blessed Christmas Day, it feels as 
though some one opened the door and 
let in a cold blast of wintry air to be 
told of a thing like this. 

There is no class of people on earth 
who deserve starvation less than the 
Chinese. They are industrious and 
hard-working to the last degree. A 
lazy or a shiftiess Chinaman is as rare 
as a white black bird. The bee no

hetter typifies industry than do the 
Chinese. All they ask in this world 


is a chance to work. | 
Yet, away over there in the Land of 


the Great Dragon, they are dying like | 


Nies for the want of something to eat. 
ther have sown the crops with an in- 
finite care and patience, bending their 
backs to the furrows and plodding 
from daylight tin dark. But the seed 
has died in the ground. There will be 
no harvest. Instead, the heathen will 
look in vain to the gods that have 
deserted him in his hour of bitter 
need. 

Poor heathen, why should not the 
heart ache for him as well as for 
another who might suffer from the 
same want? When the ghost of hun- 
ger stalks the world it is no time to 
ask what the color or the creed may 
be of those who starve. The same 
gnawing devil is at the Chinaman’s 
vitals that would be at ours under a 
Me circumstance. The women wail, 
and the poor, hungry little yellow 
ba bles are crying for food. 

There are lots of people right here, 
in and about Los Angeles, who can 
spare a dollar or two to help any hun- 
gry human being. Now is the time 
for them to do it. The President of 
the United States has made a per- 
sonal appeal to all his countrymen to 
come to the relief of the starving 
Chinese. He calls attention to the 
fact that contributions can be sent to 
Charles H. Hallam Keep. Red Cross 
treasurer, United States Treasury Ye 
partment, Washington, D. C. The way 
is open. Let whoever will, help. 


HE WATER IS COMING. 

This is a merry Christmas for the 
city of Los Angeles. To every patriot- 
ic citizen the report of the Board of 
Consulting Engineers on the Owens 
River project comes as the most wel- 
come gift that good old Santa Claus 
ever put into a stocking. 

America's greatest hydraulic en- 
gineers have studied our water prob- 
lem and the solution of it proposed by 
Fred Faton and William Mulholland 
with the approval of the Water Com- 
mission, and they have found the 
Owens River project “admirable in 
coneeption and outline and full of 
promise for the continued prosperity 
of the city of Los Angeles.” 

That is, in effect, what The Times 
said of the project when it was first 
disclosed to the public in July, 1906, 
and has maintained steadfastly ever 
since. That is what the people of Los 
Angeles thought when they first read 
of the great enterprise, and what they 
never have doubted since. 

The report submitted by the Board 
of Consulting Engineers is a long doc- 
ument, but it is certain that it will 
be read, every line of it, this Christ- 
mas morning, by more persons than 
any public document of equal length 
ever was read by the people in this 
city.. 

It is a report to be studied by every 
citizen who wishes well to his city 
and looks forward to more and happier 
and greener Christmas days for all 
this blessed Southland. 

These great engineers tell us—just 
as William Mulholland told us a year 
and a half ago-—-that we can get from 
Owens Valley 20,000 inches of water 
purer than the water we are now ob- 
taining in meager quantity from the 
Los Angeles River. They tell us—as 
Mulholland told us—that we must 
build in Owens Valley a conduit large 
enough to carry the flood waters of 
the river into storage reservoirs, 
whence may be sent in the volume 
needed to the city. They approve the 
original plan of a cement aqueduct 
and advise that the use of-steel pipe 
be reduced to the minimum, and they 
give scientific and economic reasons 
for the advice which wiseacre critics 
and amateur engineers will hardly 
venture to question. The clamor for 
a “pipe line“ may now be heard to 
cease. 

The experts have found no “bank- 
ruptey,” no “criminal conspiracy” in 
the Owens River project. They see 
no $50,000,000 bond issue to scare the 
taxpayer and destroy the city’s credit. 
They have calculated the cost of the 
work, and they find that William Mul- 
holland was right when he declared 
that he could build the aqueduct for 
about $25,000,000. They say it can be 
built that sum if men like Mul- 


holland have charge of the work, and 


if politicians are kept at arm's length 
from it. 

It will be the business—the imper- 
ative duty—-of the citizens of Los An- 
geles to heed what the engineers have 
said, and to see to it that the Board 
of Public Works and the Water Com- 
mission are kept clean and “unaffected 
by politics.” It will be the business of 
civic bodies like the Chamber of Com- 
merce to exert all their powerful in- 
fluence to keep those boards out of 
politics and scheming politicians out 
of the boards, and it will be wise for 
them to begin attending to that busi- 
ness without delay. 

An important feature of the report 
is the estimate of power development 
from the water supply. It is pos- 
sible to obtain more than 90,000 work- 
ing horse power in electrical energy 
from the fall of water along the line. 
That explains the persistent opposi- 
tion of power companies to the water 
project. The opposition has been fu- 
tile, and the power companies’ 
schemers have put about on another 
tack. Their organ gives the course in 
this unauthorize and wholly baseless 
statement of the city's plans: 

“It is the purpose of the city to sup- 
ply electricity, and a lease probably 
will be made to a corporation, the rev- 
enue to go to the expense fund. If a 
lease is not desirable, the right to use 
the power will be sold.” 

Nobody is authorized to define the 
city’s purpose, no city official has pre- 
tended to do so. The corporation organ 
alone is responsible for the statement, 
which may be taken to mean that the 
power companies will now try to get 
control of the water power by lease or 
purchase, and so shut off the competi- 
tion which they feared. 

The power companies, however, are 
not in as good a position for making a 
deal with the city as they would have 
been had they helped along the Owens 
River project, instead of resorting to 
every foul means they could devise to 
prevent Los Angeles from obtaining 
the water necessary to her very ex- 
istence, | 

But never mind the sordid, greed- 
blinded people who tried to keep the 
water from coming down from the 
Sierra to the fertile plains of the 
Southland. They failed, and the water 
is coming. The faith of the people in 
their honest, patriotic servants is 
justified. The Owens River project is 
endorsed by the best engineers in 
America, and the citizens of Los An- 
geles are ready to vote the money 
necessary to make it an accomplished 
fact.
